The Bell Telepbone Company is now 
trying to force itself upon young com- 
muatties in Alberta and so bring them 
into bondage to that monopoly. Be- 
sides imposing an inferior service, it 
inflicts exhorvitant rates. For a miser- 
able service compared with that which 
the Western Telephone Company pro- 
poses to give Red Deer, they charge 
their customers $30 for a businesg tele- 
phone and $20 (exactly double) for a 
residence telephone. Just now. tifey 
ire putting a line on the C. & Kerail, 
and are not too careful where they 
plant their poles; trespassing as they 
upon private property and 


do, even 
having to ove compelled to remove 
them, fn the high-handed course, 


which is a characteristic of this com- 
pany, it is now said that the right of 
the corporation of Red Deer to con- 
trol its streets, will be ignored by this 
company; and that tn spite of the 
municipality they will put their role 
lines on any street they please. Right 
here ig the rub, The town has given 
in exclusive right for a cerm of years 
to a local company tn exchange for 
very valuable and important benef*ta, 
to be enjoyed be the citizens” and the 
municipality, as to the price of both 
telephone and electric lighting services- 
ind in order that the people may re- 
ceive and enjoy these concessions and 
rdvantages, the local company myst be 
efforded the pexclusive opportunity 
was agreed would be given. 

The local company has placed the 
contract for several carloads of poles, 
which are to be delivered during the 
present month. Spectfications and ten- 
ders have oeen obtained from the finest 
electrical factories on the continent for 
the installation of a most complete 
electrical plant and power-house, of 
2,000 light capacity; and the very best 
ind latest telephone system. This com- 
peny has found some difficulty tn com- 
ing to an understanding with @the 
town-site owners as (to a site for the 
power house, but within a few days 
this question will be determined; 
whereupon immediate steps will be 
taken to place the contracts through- 
out, including a substantial building 
that will be a credit to the place. Some 
notion of the extent of the plant that 
will be instalied can be formed from 
the fact that the machinary required 
will amount to four car-loads, 

The statement having been made 
thac the local company had no tn- 
tention of providing the service which 
it had undertaken. we are authorized 
to give that statement the most un- 
qualified denial and to assert that on 
or before the first day of December 
next, the town of Red Deer will pos- 
seas an electnc -lighting sustem of 
which it will have reason to be proud, 
and a telephone service unequalled in 
the Territories, and deside which the 
Bell service 1s a poor affair. To place 
such a service in the homes of the peo- 
ple at one-half that the Bell company 
charges for its inferior appliances, is 
in achtevement of infinite credit to the 
mayor and council for which they de- 
serve the hearty thanks and support 
of every inhabitant who wishes to see 
the town prosper. 

In addition to the foregoing services, 
it is the intention of the local company 
to eatablish works 3nd machine shops 
for the manufacture of electrical goods 
and appliances, so that it is hoped this 
will be the beginning of an important 
industry.

More than anything else the climate 
and the character of the soil of north- 
ern Alberta and Athabasca, which is 
capable of mixed farming in its wideat 
gense, bave p-rmtited it io gTow im 
spite of a sometimes lLmited market, 
The Edmonton farmer grows, be:uides 
oats, wheat and barley, roots and veg- 
etables, and raises stock, and particu- 
larly bogs, for which there is a ready 
market on two sides of him, The fat 
cattle and Dutter go east to Great Bri- 
tein. the bacon north to the Yukon 
and down the Mackenzie river to the 
Arctic ocean, and during the last win- 
ter several shipments o! dressed hogs 
have been made to Australia by way 
of Vancouver. While the marset in 
the Kootenay. which formerly a vsorb- 
ed large quantities of hog products 
from Northern Alberta, has been to 
gome extent dimintsbed, hogs are now 
quoted on the Edmonton market at six 
cents per pound, and the three packing 
houses at Edmonton, Strathcona and 
Teduc are all short. 

In these high latitudes of the eastern 
slope of the Rovkies the chinook plays 
an umportant part and the warm wind, 
dried by the mountain ranges, has an 
even greate™ tafluence sin the Peace 
Raver countty than it has 'a the Sas- 
katchewan valley. Just as the wind 
blowing off the Gulf Stream warms a 
portion of northern Earope where 
agriculture is pursued, so the chinook 
balances the effects of the high lawi- 
tude and altitude of Athabasca. Tbe 
climate fits well the cultivation of 
every grain, but the farmer of the Ed- 
gmonton district 1s as strongly wedded 
to the cultivation of oats as his brother 
in Manitoba and Assiniboia is to wheat, 
The soil and climaée are exceptionally 
suited to the mosi perfect growth of 
the oat plant. The absence of the dan- 
get from suddea changes of tempera- 
ture which the wheat grower here in- 
eurs bas made the farmer prefer oats 
that be can sell at from 20c to 25c to 
wheat which would Dring bim 50c to 
G0c. For several years past the Koot- 
enay mines and the war contracts ab- 
gorbed the surplus crop and this year 
dhe new market has been the incom- 
ang setiler, To such an extent has 
the supply been — for gs pur- 
poses Lihat oats have risen o 30c a 
@ushel . The oat crop last year in the 
Edmonton district, which in the Oat 
gituation is considered to be the coun- 
try on botu sides Of the railway as 
far south as Red Deer, amounted to 
gome three million bushels, hailstorms 
jn different secuons of the country 
esusing a heavy decrease in the ag- 
gregaie yield . The average price for 
ihe season was about 2éc a bushel, 
‘wich, .onsidemng the heavy yield per 
acre, allowed a good profi to the 
farmer 

The production of the coarser grains 
and vegetables in northern Alberta is 
gncreasing so rapidly as to lead to the 
Delief already expressed that these
